is required to deposit his receipts la such 
bank daily or as often as required by resolu­ 
tion of the board. 
Of course tins bill will rob 
County Treasurers of vast emoluments gene­ 
rally understood as “ legitimate" pickings or 
stealings, but I reckon the object of Hie bill is 
good, since we all know that too many of our 
County Treasurers have groved defaulters. 
T.iis bill however will not pass in its present 
shape, since a fearful pressure hus already 
been brought to bear to secure its defeat, or 
at least modification, and that modification 
means such a mutilation as will be sure to 
destroy its present features. 
“ Old Salt" gave 
us notice the other day that he had a bill 
which would better meet the point. 
His bill 
requires County Treasurers to make out oil 
every fifth day of the month a statem ent in 
duplicate of the amount of slate tax received 
by them for the preceding month and trans­ 
mit a copy to Hie Comptroller and one to the 
State Treasurer, ami said state officers shall 
within three days thereafter draw, at sight, 
upon said Treasurers for the amount. 
By the 
way, I notice that your County Treasurer, Mr. 
Hasbrouck of New Paltz, was iu town on 
Wednesday, and lias probably attended to 
that tax against one of your railway com­ 
panies, some $0,000 being the amount said 
company is in arrears. 
And there is also a bill here to allow in­ 
coming Surrogates to sign all unfinished 
records of wills and of proofs and examina­ 
tions taken by his predecessor; t.lso ail rec­ 
ords of letters testamentary, administration 
and guardianship, adding to his signature the 
date of his uctloii. 
Tho motive may lie good, 
doubtless is, but I reckon it will lead to a 
heavy mass of unsigned records, since every 
(lazy) man will rely npon his successor. 
Messrs. Parmeutcr and Bradley of Hie Sen­ 
ate are evidently looking sharp to Hic defects 
in Hie laws as they now practically 0|ierate; 
hence many bills to amend the statutes pro­ 
ceed from them. 
Senator Connelly has or ex­ 
pects a bill from your city soon to incorporate 
a new savings bank. 
Mr. Winfield will forward to b u many warm 
friends aud generous constituents a small cart 
load of Almanacs. 
And we also have a bill here mollifying one 
of the grounds now found—I believe—lu the 
statute, in which summary proceedings to re­ 
cover lands may lie institute!. 
Sub-division 
4 of §28 of Article 2 of Title IO of Chap. 8 of 
Part 3 of the Revised Statutes is amended a* 
follows; 
“ I. Where any person rliail hold over 
“ and continue in possession of any real cs- 
“ tate which shall have bceo sold pursuant to 
“ tbe foreclosure of a mortgage thereon, or by 
“ virtue of an execution against such person, 
“ after a title under such sale shall have been 
“ |ierfeeted." 
A petition was presented to-day, limiting 
the amount recoverable from insurance com­ 
panies to three-fourths of the amount insure I 
and to cornel insurance companies to limit 
their liability to that amount. 
Senator Low­ 
ery has introduced a bill requiring that all 
moneys arising from licenses in any town or 
village siiail be immediately paid to Hie Sujier- 
visor or the town, lobe expended under the 
direction of the board cf town auditors for the 
support of the poor. 
And we have a bill here also which will at­ 
tract attention; in localities, at least. 
It pro­ 
vides that “ the time for transacting the busi­ 
ness of towns in this slate which requires a 
v de of the people ahM be and is fixed at 12 
o’clock noon of Hie day of the annual town 
meeting, and continued without adjournment 
till finished, except the balloting for town of­ 
ficers aud tbe duties connected therew itll.— 
Aud no question invoicing the ex)tenditure of 
money shall be introduced after 2 o’clock P. 
M. of the same day. 
There is a bill la the Senate, I believe, which 
proposes to allow magistrates to assigu coun­ 
sel for accused persons, 
lf this bill passes, it 
will open wide the flood-gates and tax-uayers 
will have some magnificent bills to pay. 
I 
reckon no man will be found moving this bill 
—at least not until late in the session, when 
all is hurly-burly. 
We also liavo a bill here 
requiring attorneys at General Terms on cither 
side to furnish Hie clerk of Hie court a copy of 
their cass and points, winch, with decisions 
made, the Clerk must transmit to the court re­ 
porter.

A d d i t i o n a l E l e c t i o n R e t u r n * . 


London, Feb. 4 .— Additional returns from 
the elections for members of the new Parlia­ 
ment show that tbe Liberals have gained one 
seat each in Bath, Durham, Poole and two In 
Boston. 
The Conservatives have made gains 
of one seat each in Bury, St. Edmunds, Col­ 
chester, Grantham, Horsham, Portsmouth, 
Plymouth and Windsor, and two each in 
Cambridge, Exeter and Wigan. 
John Laird, liberal Conservative, is re­ 
elected from Birkenhead by a majority of 
2,000. 
Grant Duff, Under Secretary of Stale fur 
India, has been chosen to represent Edin­ 
burgh. 
James Stanfield, Radical, is returned from 
Halifax aud Mr. William H enry Gladstone, 
liberal Conservative arid son of tho Premier, 
from Whitby.

as a basis of practice is good for all time or for 
all cases. “ Similia similibtia curantur ” is 
not true; neither is its opposite. No theory 
of disease can be set up which has one proba­ 
bility in a million Id its favor as being likely 
to cover the Immeasurable field of human ills. 
The art of medicine, like the science of theol­ 
ogy, is just emerging from the gloom aud 
ignorance of the dark ages. Within the last 
twenty-five years more has been done in 
medicines thau in all the rest of the two cen­ 
turies and a half since Harvey discovered the 
circulation of the blood. The earnestness, the 
courage, tbe spirit of sacrifice and the keeu 
analysis which have marked medical and sur­ 
gical investigation of late is something won­ 
derful ; and few besides the grateful subjects 
of its saving knowledge and skill appear to 
be aware of it. And these splendid results, 
which we have no space now to speak of In 
detail, are to be credited in an eminent de­ 
gree to the unprejudiced, dispassionate tem­ 
per with which ten thousand nameless work­ 
ers have approached their responsible and del­ 
icate duties. A doctor who is merely a disci­ 
ple of his school is not the best friend of his 
own system; and, as in Geology, so in Anato­ 
my, the truest aud iu the end most successful 
physician ¡3 he who is bound by the absolu­ 
tism of no dogma, but remains free to em­ 
brace truth wherever be may find it.

reckon Col. Scott can beat him? Speaking of 
billiards, I notice Mr. Henry Van Leuven of 
Sangerties in town also, the Cyrllle Dion, I 
believe, of hi3 city. He will produce a Penn­ 
sylvania cue champion at his place on Friday 
evening of this week, aud the peoplo there 
may expect to see “some billiards.” The 
Democratic mogul of Saugertles, or of Ulster, 
was also in town on Tuesday—Hon. W. F. 
Russell. He looks as fresh as ever, and as 
though he was confident of a Democratic vic­ 
tory next fall. “Hank” Smith, Police Com­ 
missioner of New York, will have a chance 
soon to put an Ulster man on the New York 
police force I reckon, as an Eilenvllle favor. 
We have abo had the grand Masonic recep­ 
tion here, one of tho finest things man ever 
looked upon. Your county wa3 represented 
by "Al” Schoonmaker and E. D. Russell of 
Ellenville. Dr. Hasbrouck of Esopu3 is ex­ 
pected up to-day. Mr. P. Cantine, your Sur­ 
rogate, is also here, and “Sam” Coykeudall 
was here last week. 
Considerable feeling is manifested already 
over the bill introduced by Mr. Hammond 
(Dem.) to prevent further defalcations among 
County Treasurers. The bill contaius some 
twelve sections, and 1 reckon the fight over it 
will be severe enough to so mutilate their 
more material provisions as that wo shall not 
be able to recognize the bill, and I will there­ 
fore only occupy ilic space to say that Its 
more material sectiou is I., which makes it the 
duty of Supervisors—except in New York—to 
designate a certain bank or banks in each 
couuty for the deposit of moneys received by 
County Treasurers, and the County Treasurer 
is required to deposit his receipts in such 
bank daily or as often as required by resolu­ 
tion of the board. Of course tins bill will rob 
County Treasurei’3 of vast emoluments gene­ 
rally understood as “ legitimate” pickings or 
stealings, but I reckon tho object of the bill is 
good, since we all know that too many of our 
County Treasurers have proved defaulters. 
Tj'is bill however will not pass in its present 
shape, siuce a fearful pressure has already 
been brought to bear to secure its defeat, or 
at least modification, and that modification 
means sucli a mutilation as will be sure to 
destroy its present features. “ Old Salt” gave 
us notice the other day that lie had a bill 
which would better meet the point. His bill 
requires County Treasurers to make out on 
every fifth day of tbe month a statement in 
duplicate of the amount of slate tax received 
by them for the preceding month and trans­ 
mit a copy to the Comptroller and one to the 
State Treasurer, and said state officers shall 
within three days thereafter draw, at sight, 
upon said Treasurers for the amount. By the 
way, I notice that your County Treasurer, Mr. 
Hasbrouck of New Paltz, was iu town on 
Wednesday, aud has probably attended to 
that tax against one of your railway com 
panics, some $0,000 being the amount said 
company is in arrears. 
And there is also a bill here to allow in­ 
coming Surrogates to sign all unfinished 
records of wills and of proofs and examina­ 
tions taken by his predecessor; also all rec 
ords of letters testamentary, administration 
and guardianship, adding to his signature the 
date of his action. The motive may be good, 
doubtless is, but 1 reckon it will lead to 
heavy mass of unsigned records, since every 
(lazy) man will rely upon h'13 successor. 
Messrs. Parmcuter and Bradley of the Sen 
ate are evidently looking sharp to the defects 
in the laws as they now practically operate; 
hence many bills to amend the statutes pro­ 
ceed from them. Senator Connelly has or ex­ 
pects a bill from your city soon to incorporate 
a new savings bank. 
Mr. Winfield will forward to his many warm 
friends and generous constituents a small earl 
load of Almanacs. 
And we also have a bill here modifying one 
of the grounds now found—I believe—iu the 
statute, in which summary proceedings to re­ 
cover lands may be instituted. Sub-division 
4 of §28 of Article 2 of Title 10 of Chap. 8 of 
Part 3 of the Revised Statutes is amended as 
follows: 
“ 4. Where any person shall hold over 
‘ and continue in possession of any real os- 
‘ tate which shall have been sold pursuant to 
‘ tbe foreclosure of a mortgage thereon, or by 
‘virtue of an execution against such person, 
‘ after a title under such sale shall have been 
‘ perfected.” 
A petition was presented to-day, limiting 
the amount recoverable from insurance com­ 
panies to three-fourlli3 of the amount insured 
and to compel insurance companies to limit 
their liability to that amount. Senator Low­ 
ery has introduced a bill requiring that all 
moneys arising from licenses in any town or 
village shall be immediately paid to the Super­ 
visor of the town, lobe expended under the 
direction of tiie board cf town auditors for the 
support of the poor. 
And we have a bill here also which will at­ 
tract attention; in localities, at least. It pro­ 
vides that “ the time for transacting the busi 
ness of towns in this state which requires a 
vjte of the people shall be and is fixed at 12 
o’clock noon of the day of the annual town 
meeting, and continued without adjournment 
till finished, except the balloting for town of­ 
ficers aud the duties connected therewith. 
And no question involving the expenditure of 
money shall be introduced after 2 o’clock P. 
M. of the same day. 
There is a bill in the Senate, 1 believe, which 
proposes to allow magistrates to assign coun­ 
sel for accused persons. If this bill passes, it 
will open wide the flood-gates and tax-oayers 
will have some magnificent hills to pay. I 
reckon no man will be found moving this bill 
at least not until late in the session, when 
all is hurly-burly. We also have a bill here 
requiring attorneys at General Terms on either 
side to furnish the clerk of the court a copy cf 
their case and points, which, with decisions 
made, the cierk must transmit to the court re­ 
porter.

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Additional Election Return*. 
London, Feb. 4.—Additional returns from 
the elections for members of the new Parlia­ 
ment show that the Liberals have gained one 
seat each in Bath, Durham, Poole and two in 
Boston. The Conservatives have made gains 
of one seat each in Bury, St. Edmunds, Col­ 
chester, Grantham, Horsham, Portsmouth, 
Plymouth and Windsor, and two each in 
Cambridge, Exeter and Wigan. 
John Laird, liberal Conservative, is re­ 
elected from Birkenhead by a majority of 
2,000. 
Grant Dufl, Under Secretary of State for 
India, has been chosen to represent Edin­ 
burgh. 
James Starefleld, Radical, ¡3 returned from 
Halifax and Mr. William Ilenry Gladstone, 
liberal Conservative and son of tho Premier, 
from Whitby. Boih were members of the late 
Parliament. 
A Liberal candidate is returned in Newry, a 
Liberal gain. Tiie borough of Staflord re­ 
elects Thomas Salt, Jr., a Conservative, and 
returns Mr. MacDonald, the workingmen’s 
candidate. 
London, Feb. 4.—Returns from sixteen 
constituencies where elections were held yes­ 
terday show that fifteen Conservatives and ten 
Liberals were elected or returned unopposed 
to the new Parliament. The Conservatives 
have gained the seat for Great Grimsby and 
two seat3 for Devonporl, where Mr. J. Pules- 
ton, partner in the banking house of McCul- 
loch & Co., was elected. 
Disraeli addressed a meeting at Newport, 
Praguell, yesterday. In the_course of bis re­ 
marks ho said Mr. Gladstone’s Irish policy 
had utterly failed; instead of producing tran 
quility in the country Ireland was now in a 
more disturbed state and more strictly gov 
erned than ever before, lie also said tha 
but for the University of London Mr. Lowe 
would be without a seat in Parliament. His 
unpopularity was such that his appearance 
on any hustings would endanger his life. 
Throughout the whole of Disraeli’s speech a 
mob pelted with stones the windows of the 
hall in which the meeting was held.

A riot occurred yesterday among the 1,200 
convict intransigentes at Oran, Algeria. Sev­ 
eral were wounded. Two Spanish frigates 
are expected to-morrow to take them back to 
Spain. 
London, Feb. 4.—Additional returns show 
that the Conservatives have gained one seat 
each at Buckingham, Canterbury, Christ 
Church, Marylebone, Newcastle-on-Tyr.e, Salis­ 
bury and St. Ive3, and tho Liberals have gained 
one each at Abingdon, Hartlepool, Monmouth 
aud Stockport.

A copy of the bond, 
and the approval thereof, shall, within fifteen days 
after the passage of this-act, be delivered to tho 
county treasurer of the county in which said town 
is.{ 2. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of State 
immediately after the passage of this act, to cause 
it to be printed upou slips of paper, and to deliver 
to each County Treasurer a sufficient number 
thereof to supply one copy to each collector or re­ 
ceiver of taxes in his county.

THE ELLENVILLE RAILROAD WAR. 


Settlement of the D ifficulty. 
Tho railroad war at Ellenville for the time 
being is Bottled. 
Tho Receiver came to that 
village ou Tuesday night, and compromised 
with the workmen by giving them scrip pay­ 
able in five days, with the understanding if 
the money is not then paid, the workmen shall 
have the right to close the road. 
As the Re­ 
ceiver is quite likely personally liable on this 
scrip, the workmen will no doubt get their 
money at the end of the five days. 
The .road 
is owing these men from $200 to $800 each, 
and their families have actually been on the 
verge of starvation. 
They have the full sym­ 
pathy of the Ellenville folks, none of whom 
would join the Sheriff’s posse to put down the 
riot. 
Deputy Sheriff Eltinge aud Leonard E. 
Serrine appeared on the scene Tuesday night, 
but were told by the attorney of the road, Mr. 
John Lyon, to wait until the Receiver came. 
They returned Wednesday morning no doubt 
much chagrined because they had no chance 
to distinguish themselves. Tho Receiver made j 
the same arrangement with the rioters at 
Summitsville, and along the main line of the 
Midland. 
Trains are again running. 


s h a r p D eu I lu g by ii S h u rp I,u iv y or. 
The Schenectady Star says a popular attor­ 
ney at Fonda has just engaged in a matter 
that lias cost him, thus far, but little labor, 
and lie anticipates that there will bo but a 
small amount of work done. 
For Hie services 
he lins rendered and is still to render, he lias 
realized about two thousand two hundred dol­ 
lars. 
The casein point Is that of the Italians, 
two of whom came into Montgomery county 
three months since to visit a brother Italian, 
and while enjoying bis hospitality they stole 
United States and Italian notes amounting to 
four thousand dollars. 
The victimized Italian 
employed an attorney to attend to Hie arrest 
of tile thieves. 
They were arrested the fol­ 
lowing day at Poughkeepsie, as recounted in 
the papers al that time, and brought hack lo 
Fonda and placed in jail. 
For this the attor­ 
ney is said to have received one thousand dol­ 
lars. 
The incarcerated Italians then employ­ 
ed him to defend them, and paid him one 
thousand dollars in Italian scrip. 
A day or 
two since, while in Albany, n tobacconist im ­ 
agined that the two thousand dollars in Ital­ 
ian currency was worth two thousand two 
hundred dollars, and bought it at that figure. 
He hastened to New York lo find sale for his 
purchase, but on arriving there became dumb­ 
founded to learn that tile Italian money lie 
held, and which cost him two thousand two 
hundred dollars, was worth but one thousand 
four hundred dollars in exchange. 
Albany 
has a melancholy tobacconist and Fonda has 
a jubilant attorney.

As a number of uptown folks would like to 
see in full the new school’ law in regard lo 
corporal punishment we herewith publish it: 
W h e r e a s, This Board deems th e infliction of 
corporal punishment In schools, except in rare 
cases, injudicious iii the teacher and injurious 
to the pupil—therefore— 
Resolved, That corporal punishment in the 
schools under the charge of Ibis Board shall 
hereafter lie inflicted only in cases of willful 
and persistent disobedience or misconduct, 
and not until all other reasonable means and 
ctlorts to enforce obedience and to reform tile 
offender have been used and have failed. 
Revolted. That every teacher inflicting cor­ 
poral punishment shall keep a record of such 
punishment, stating the name and age of the 
pupil, theoflence committed, and the manner 
arni extent of such punishment. 
Resolved, That a transcript of such record 
be given by such teacher lo the Superintend­ 
ent of Schools on the last Saturday of each 
mon'li, and that the Superintendent forthwith 
file the same in the cfflco of this Board. 
Resolved, That any and all regulations of 
this Board, inconsistent with the foregoing, 
be and hereby are repealed. 
Tills law we understand wa* passel on rep­ 
resentations aud recommendations of tile Su­ 
perintendent, and the voioo of the Board on 
the subject was nearly unanimous. 
Mr. Rid­ 
enour however stands by his principles to the 
last, ayd “dissents in toto to the rule," even 
in its modified form. 
Mr. R. claims the rule 
is wrong in principle: “ that corporal punish­ 
ment is a relic of barbarism, aud the practice 
of it as a means cf discipline unwise, unnec­ 
essary and unchristianlike.*'

Retirement o f a Newburgh F reig h tin g 
Firm* 
The Newburgh Journal of Tuesday evening 
says:—“ The great lire >n Newburgh in Juuo 
last almost entirely demolished the large and 
valuable storehouse aud a number of adjoining 
buildings owned by the Messrs. Mauler, and 
also their barge Newburgh with its cargo was 
burned to the water’s edge. But the next day, 
before tho smoke had ceased to ascend from 
the smouldering pile of ruins, witli an energy 
characteristic of the firm, they advertised tho 
barge Minisink to take the place of the New­ 
burgh ut the Franklin street pier, and their 
business was continued without tho loss of a 
trip. 
This great fire, and almost an entire 
change iii the character and profits of the 
business heretofore done by tile Newburgh 
barges, led to a thorough investigation of the 
situation before Hie firm was J repared to en­ 
ter upon Hie lurge expenditure necessary lo 
replace their barge and other necessary appli­ 
ances for carrying on their freighting business, 
and yesterd y they decided to relinquish it. 
In reply to the inquiry of our reporter of one 
of Hie linn lids morning us to the canso of 
their giving up tho freighting business, he re­ 
marked that the railroads back of Newburgh 
had worked a complete change in the business. 
The farmers, the merchants, and tile manu­ 
facturers who formerly shipped their produce 
and merchandise by tile Newburgh boats, now 
do lint little business directly by Hie barges. 
It is nearly all shipped by the railroad, and 
Hic tarill rates to Hie barges upon the freights 
that come by railroad this way are so low 
that the cartage and expenses of handling 
render tile business unprofitable. 
Tim com­ 
mission business which was formerly a largo 
'tem in Hie trade is now so reduced iii amount 
that it is no longoi profitable. Thus Hie profits 
ot revenues of tho business are diminished, 
and on the other hand Hie costs of con hiding 
the business have greatly increased. 
For in­ 
stance. a suitable berth at a pier in New York 
which a few yeai s since could be had for $250 
a year, will now rent for $5,000 a y ear. 
Tow­ 
ing has more than doubled iii price, and so 
also with tho wages and tho hoard of those 
manning the boat. 
Tile cost of building a 
bargelike the Newburgh, which cost when 
built about $25,OOO, would now reach at least 
$40,000 and probably $45,000 or more. 
Ho 
said the estimates which bad been furnished 
to them for the hull, joinerwork, furnishing, 
fixtures and tackle, aggregated $45,000. The 
custom whicli exists at Newburgh of storing 
freight, calls for large aud costly warehouses. 
This storage is done without additional charge 
upon the freight, and is a heavy drain upon 
the business, both iu capital and lulior. 
He 
remarked that it was expensive, getting lulu 
the freighting business, and if one wanted to 
get out of it the chances were that it would 
be quite as expensive to do that. 
The (Ire in 
one night had saved them from the latter, but 
they had taken months to make up their 
minds not to reinvest in it. 
He further said 
his firm had made pretty favorable arrange­ 
ments for freighting their goods, and they 
woald now devote their whole time to mer­ 
chandizing, which, under Hie present arrange­ 
ment*, he thought, would pay them Ik»!p r."

held, and which cost him two thousand two 
hundred dollars, was worth but one thousand 
four hundred dollars in exchange.

i'U e C o r p o r a l P u n i s h m e n t f l u r r y . 
As a num ber of uptown folks would like to 
see in full the new school’ law in regard to 
corporal punishm ent we herew ith publish it: 
W hereas, This Board deems the infliction of 
corporal punishm ent in schools, except in rare 
cases, injudicious in the teacher and injurious 
to the pupil—therefore— 
Ilesolved, That corporal punishm ent iu the 
schools under the charge of this Board shall 
hereafter be inflicted only in c a se s of willful 
and persistent disobedience or m isconduct, 
and not until all other reasonable m eans and 
efforts to enforce obedience and to reform tbe 
offender have been used and have failed. 
Resolved. T hat every teacher inflicting cor­ 
poral punishm ent shall keep a record of such 
punishm ent, stating the nam e and age of the 
pupil, the offence committed, and the m anner 
and extent of such punishm ent. 
Resolved, That a transcript of such record 
be given by such teacher to tbe Superintend­ 
ent of Schools on tbe last Saturday of each 
month, and that the Superintendent forthw ith 
file the sam e in the office of this Board. 
Resolved, That any and all regulations of 
this Board, inconsistent with the foregoing, 
be and hereby are repealed. 
This law we uuder3taud was passed on rep- 
esentations and recom m endations of tbe Su­ 
perintendent, and the voice of the Board ou 
the subject was nearly unanim ous.

is Wrong iu principle; “ that corporal punish­ 
m ent is a relic of barbarism , and the practice 
of it as a mcan3 of discipline unwise, unnec­ 
essary and unchristianlike.” 


L i v e ly S n o w S b o v e l i n g . 
Every time there is a snow storm the street 
railroad men and the m erchants along the line 
in Poughkeepsie have a snow shoveling battle. 
Ilcro is an account of the last turn between 
them copied from The Daily News of W ednes­ 
day: 
“ A lively seeue occurred in Main street, 
near Clover, yesterday, when the men in th e 
employ of the City Railroad Company com ­ 
menced clearing the track of snow. 
As fast 
as ube railroad men thew Jh e snow 
from 
the track,the m erchants in the neighborhood, 
who had turned out in force, shoveled it back, 
and the conflict waged lively for several hours. 
The m erchants outnum bered'their opponents. 
The affair attracted a large concourse of spec­ 
tators. 
The m erchants claim that the Rail­ 
road Company have no rig h t to throw the 
«now from their track on the side of the road, 
while the latter are obliged to clean it away 
in order to run tbeir cars. 
It seems as if this 
would be an irrepressible conflict."

The steam er W alter B rett, owned by Gar 
ner A Company of New H am burgh and plyin; 
as a freight and passenger.boat between th at 
place and New feYork, was the last steam er 
running north of tbe H ighlands to lay up this 
winter. 
On Friday night last.Twhile bound 
down the river with a heavy freight she got 
wedged fast in the ice near West Point, w heie 
she rem ained until Saturday afternoon, when 
she was released by a 'w orking party sent 
down from W appingers Falls by her owners, 
The steam er proceeded to New York and laid 
up on tbe last day of January; a very unusual 
occurrence in river navigation.

R etirem en t o f a N ew b u rgh I r o i f h l l n ; 
F i r m . 
The Newburgh Journal oí Tuesday evening 
say s:—“ The g reat fire in Newburgh in Juuo 
last alm ost entirely demolished the large and 
valuable storehouse aucl a num ber of adjoiuing 
buildings owned by the Messrs. Mailler, and 
also their barge Newburgh with its cargo was 
burned to the w ater’s edge. But the next day, 
before the sm oke had ceased to ascend from 
the sm ouldering pile of ruins, with an energy 
characteristic of the firm, they advertised the 
barge Minislnk to take the place of the New­ 
burgh a t the Franklin street pier, and tbeir 
business was contiuued without the loss of a 
trip. 
This great fire, and alm ost an entire 
change in the character and profits of tbe 
business heretofore done by the Newburgh 
barges, fed to a thorough Investigation of the 
situation before the firm was j repared to en­ 
ter upon the large expenditure necessary to 
replace their barge and other necessary appli­ 
ances for carrying on their freighting business, 
and y esterd ’y they decided to relinquish it. 
In reply to the inquiry of our reporter of one 
of the firm this m orning as to the cause of 
their giving up the freighting business, he re­ 
m arked th at the railroads back of Newburgh 
had worked a complete change in the busiuess. 
The farm ers, the m erchants, and the m anu­ 
facturers who formerly shipped their produce 
and m erchandise by the Newburgh boats, now 
do but little business directly by Hie barges. 
It is nearly all shipped by the railroad, and 
the tarifl rates to the barges upon the freights 
th at come by railroad this way are so low 
th at the cartago an d expenses of haiulllug 
render the business unprofitable. 
Tbo com­ 
mission business which was formerly a largo 
item in the trade is now so reduced in am ount 
th at it is no longei profitable. Thus the profits 
or revouues of the business are diminished, 
and on the other hand the costs of confecting 
the business have greatly increased. 
For in­ 
stance, a suitable berth at a pier in New York 
which a few years since could be had for $230 
a year, will now rent for $5,000 a year. 
Tow­ 
ing has more Ilian doubled in price, and so 
also with the w ages and the board of those 
m anning the boat. 
Tbe cost of building a 
barge like the Newburgh, which cost when 
built about $23,000, would now reach at least 
$40,000 and probably $43,000 or more. 
lie 
said the estim ates which had been furnished 
to them for the hull, joinenvork, furnishing, 
fixtures and tackle, aggregated $45,000. The 
custom which exists at Newburgh of storing 
freight, calls for large and costly warehouses. 
This storage ¡3 done without additional charge 
upon the freight, and is a heavy drain upon 
the business, both iu capital and labor. 
He 
rem arked th at it was expensive getting into 
the freighting business, and if one wanted to 
get out of it the chancc3 were that it would 
be quite as expensive to do that. 
The lire in 
one night had saved them from the latter, but 
they had taken m ouths to m ake up their 
mind3 not to reinvest in it. 
lie further said 
his firm had m ade pretty favorable arrange­ 
m ents for freighting their goods, and they 
would now devote their whole tim e to m er­ 
chandizing, which, under the present arrange- 
inrnis, he thought, would pay them belter.'’
